Panaiuainu commission, composed of 
Senor Arias, a member of tae Junta;

Senor Arosemeuu and Senor Xuhieta, 
came here 011 a special train from Pana- 
ma tliis morning and boarded the Can- 
ada immediately. The Colombians made 
a strong appeal to the Panamaians to 
re-enter the Colombian Republic, prom- 
ising them concessions aud protection. 
The Panamaians unanimously declined 
everything. Some of the 'Colombians 
showed ill-concealed anger, but there 
was no outbreak. General Reyes favor- 
ed tlio most friendly Negotiations, aud 
tho meeting passed amicably. 

At its conclusion the Panamaians 
and the Colombians breakfasted to- 
gether on board the Canada. 

The Colombians appeared to be ig- 
norant of the true state of affairs on 
tin- isthmus, particularly of the rapid- 
ity of developments and the friendliness 
of the protection of the United States. 

They were informed of the signing 
of the canal treaty, and this morning 
Governor Melcndez communicated 10 
them a message he bad received from 
the junta to the effect that the United 
States guaranteed the sovereignty <rnd 
independence of the Republic of Pana- 
ma. These facts opened the Colom- 
bians' eyes to the truth, and affected 
their attitude towards the Panamaians. 
Last night some of the Colombians 
talked in a warlike manner. General 
lleyes discouraged them. He is said 
t i bo Inclined to peace, and previous 
to sailing issued a number of decrees 
in Colombia advocating peace, tranquil- 
ity and calmness.

(Shipbuilding Case .Still Is Far (From 
j Settlement. 

New York. Nov, 20.— An interest rep- 
resenting the bondholders who caused 
■an investigation to be made of the 
■United .States Shipbuilding Company 
Isaid today that the application for a 
ipeminncnl receiver for the company 
[filed by the Mercantile Trust Company 
at Trenton yesterday was an entirely 
separate proceeding from the Untermey-

i 'An nuthoritnti ve statement was given 
out today to the effect that the present 
Hulk of a settlement was incorrect, and 
,TJn toraieyer would not consent to a set- 
tlement of their case against the ship- 
building company unless all the bond- 
holders, including those who have sub- 
scribed to the Sheldon plan, should be 
permitted to share in a "just and equit- 
able plan of reorganization." 



Washington, Nov. 20.— The move- 
ment among the European holders of 
Colombian bunds to secure the assump- 
tion by the new republic of a portion of 
tlu' foreign indebtedness of Colombia 
has not failed to attract the atten- 
tion of the commissioners, and the sub- 
ject was broached in the talk at tho 
American State department today. 

The first impulse of the State depart- 
ment officials was to urge tlie new re- 
public to assume some share of the debt, 
en the ground that such a course was 
usual in eases of national separation. 
But it has now been stated that there 
i- really no equitable standing for a 
claim of this kind. The bulk of the 
foreign indebtedness of Colombia is rep- 
resented to have been contracted before 
the .adhesion of the isthmus to the Unit- 
ed States of Colombia. 

The money was borrowed in the per- 
iod between 1810 and 1821, before the 
formation of New Grjinadu, and while 
what was known as Creator Colombia 
included only the Colombia of today, 
Venezuela and Ecuador. The isthmus 
was separate and was governed from 
Spain direct. It is probable thai this 
fact will he advanced as a reason for 
the denial of tin request expected to be 
forthcoming from the foreign bondhold- 
ers. 

At today's meeting of the cabinet, 
which was attended by every member, 
matters relating to the situation in 
Panama were discussed. President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay have de- 
cided, and the decision meets the ap- 
proval of the cabinet, that the existing 
government of Panama must ratify the 
canal treaty before action looking tu 
its ratification by the senate is taken. 
The aijipjuiatrati'in has determined that 
there shall be no repetition of tin; fail- 
ure of Colombia to complete tho rati- 
fication of the treaty after final action 
has been taken by the United StafJB 
senate. The "government there, it is 
anticipated, will ratify the treaty 
promptly.

Naunimo, B. .€., Nov. 20.— In a sec- 
ond interview Dr. Young, M. 1'. 1'., for 
Atlin, w!io is visiting his brother, Mr. 
'F. McB. Young here, gave your corre- 
spondent some particulars of the opera- 
tions of the big British-American 
'Dredge Company, iu which he is in- 
terested. Dr. Young has been in At- 
lin since 1S99, and has stayed with the 
country through k'ood and ill-repute, 
die believes thai now ic Is about to come 
into its own aud that this will be ac- 
complished by . a demonstration ot what 
the great dredge which his company is 
operating can ' do. The monster ma- 
chine, which is the most highly in- 
proved variety of the type which origi- 
nated in New Zealand, is worked by 
electricity furnished by water -power 
'■live miles away from its present loca- 
tion A dam is built across the lowel 
end of the ground to be washed ami 
the dredge is floated over it. It takes 
up the gravel, washes it- and after sav- 
in" the very tiuest gold and perform- 
ing all the processes of gold-getting, de- 
posits the tailings behind it. The com- 
pany has 101) eighty-acre concessions, 
■which it is proposed to work in this 
way. The dredge will wash 5,000 yards 
of gravel iu an ordinary day s work, 
and it will make ground pay which 
could not be touched by a more ex- 
pensive process. 'Even more wonderful 
is the work the same company is doing 
with fiuiilur machinery in California, 
where gold so line is saved that it ac- 
tually pays the company to acquire 
peach orchards and destroy them for 
the sake of the gold which can be got 
out. Coming back to Atlin, IDr. Young 
said that there the gravel pays at the 
rate of from 50 cents to $3.50 a yard, a 
return sufficient to make a very hand- 
some profit.

A LUMBER MARKET. 
' During Hie pnstTyenr :iOO,000.000 feet 
of lunVber and 800,000,000 shingles have 
been used in (Manitoba and the Terri- 
tories, the equivalent of the whole put 
of the Ottawa Valley. That should l>e 
the great market for the product of the 
forests of British Columbia. It is not 
■because of the free trade heresy of 
the ILiberal party which is in power. 
In British Columbia we produce gold, 
silver, lead, copper, coal and lumber. 
We do not produce agricultural products 
in anything like the quantities we con- 
sume. The free trade theory is that 
the iStnte of Washington should he our 
base of supply for agricultural products 
and that the State of Minnesota should 
lie the .Northwest's base of supply for 
lumber. In this way Western Canada 
is to grow great and prosperous and 
increase in wealth and population. This 
theory is not carried out fully in prac- 
tice, only as regards that part of it 
which discriminates against the produc- 
tive activities of British Colurmbia. 
We buy agricultural produce in a pro- 
tected market, and sell lumber in an 
unprotected market. We do not believe 
in buying agricultural produce in an un- 
protected market. We recognize that 
our varied industries should help to build 
up Canadian agriculture, and we know 
that while our own agriculture is of 
slower growth than our other industries, 
it requires protection to grow at all. 
But neither do we believe in selling 
lumber In an unprotected market. It 
is toy a reciprocity of exchange that 
the different parts of the country are 
built up in wealth and solidarity. Free 
traders are becoming scarce in British 
Columbia. In free trade in lead products 
and in free trade in lumber we have had 
two practical object lessons in what free 
trad-o means, and we want no more of 
it than we can avoid. It does not suit 
us. Hut how does it suit the farmer 
of the Northwest, lie may raise the 
well-worn argument asking why he 
should pay more for his lumber in order 
to enrich the lumber men of British 
Columbia. The answer to that is that 
lie has begged the question that pro- 
tection makes him pay more for his lum- 
ibcr. It would make him pay more for 
•the lumber if ho chose to .buy outside 
•the protected area, hut he would not 
pay any more for the lumber he bought 
within the protected area. There is 
plenty of lumber in British Columbia, 
The object of protection is to force 
the consumer to buy in a particular 
market Its effect is not to raise the 
price, Ibut to increase the industry in 
that market. "Well, perhaps that is 
true," the Northwest farmer might say. 
"But it has merely been demonstrated 
that I am not injured. It has not been 
shown how I am benefited." For every 
dollar's worth of lumber we sell, we 
will buy a dollar's worth of produce 
back. Besides the more lumber sent 
JCast the cheaper wheat can be shipped 
to the sea ports of the Pacific. But 
another and very great benefit should j 
not he overlooked. A country depond-

IIISTOItlCA L RUSH N ISC E NOES. 

Sir, — There Is n fascination banging about 
the memoirs of the late Honorable Roderick 
Flulaysou. particularly as they throw light 
upon the past ami enables us In some 
measure to compare the past anil the pres- 
ent. One Is amazed at the change which 
has occurred during the passed say seventy 
years. Willi t may happen during the next 
seventy or less ? 

The Honorable Roderick Flnhiyson was 
born In the year 1S1S la RossHlrc, 'Scot- 
land. Hi- sailed from Glasgow to New 
York In July, 1837, reaching New York after 
a tedious passage of forty days! New 
York, lie says, was then not much larger 
than Victoria Is now; business depressed, 
money scarce, the principal currency be- 
ing small paper notes from a quarter of a 
dollar upwards, which could not he ex- 
changed for coin excepting at a heavy 
discount. 

la New York Flnhiyson finds a relative, 
who obtains for 111 in an appointment, an 
apprentice clerk, la th« Honorable Hud- 
son's Hay Co.'s service, lie has to put 
in an appearance at Lichlne, then the chief 
post of the Hudson's Hay Co. To pet 
there, he took passage In a steamer on the 
Hudson river to Albany, thence by stage 
to White Hall, Itience by boat on a canal, 
drawn by horses to Luke Chainplaln, where 
I tool; passage by steamer to St. John, and 
thence by the llrst railway then in the 
Dominion, to Lapralrie, where 1 crossed 
the St. Laurence by Ferry to [Montreal, 
where I took a calcctie to Lneldno on the 
St. Lawrence. After a time he was order- 
ed to Port Coulonge, on the Ottawa river, 
t was directed to proceed thither In a birch 
bark canoe, with three men, passed the 
town of Ry-Town, now the city of Ottawa, 
on my way, which was then a small place, 
consisting of a saw mill, with several log 
cabins around. Roth hanks of the river 
were then thickly wooded, with clearances 
In some places fanned by early settlers, 
thus hewing farms for themselves out of 
the thick forest. He reaches, after a bard 
and long pull against the Ottawa current, 
safely, and enters on his duties of trading 
with Hie natives and lumbermen. lie 
says: I remained at this station (Fort 
Coulonge) during 1837 and 1838, and the 
country being then in a state of rebellion, 
with, the lawless people roaming about the 
country. I was appointed to take etiarge of 
Fort William, further up the Ottawa, with 
tweive men. Theie I w.is one dav attack- 
ed by one of these brigands, when defend- 
ing myself against dim attempting to break 
into the store, I got badly hurt in th" en- 
counter, lint managed to keep hlin ami 
others, who joined him, at hay until my 
men came to the rescue, when the robbers 
escaped into the woods. After this, until 
the end of Hie rebellion, the men a; the 
company's station hail to be drilled to the 
use of llrearnis and kept on watch regularly 
night ami day. 

What follows requires Utile explanation. 
At Hils time, ISIItl, as well before as after, 
It was the custom to send accounts, letters 
and papers, to York Factory, on Hudson's 
Hay. nnd it was likewise the custom i" 
send a brigade for a like purpose from 
York Factory across country to Fort Van- 
couver i'ii the Columbia river, anil later 
on to Victoria. The last one to tic hitter 
occurred about 1833, commanded by Mr. 
C'loustou. It mav likewise he remarked, a 
ship arrived annually at York Factory 
bringing merchandise, the mall and docu- 
ments fr England, and of course, vice 

versa. The ship did not remain there long.

Lnukhlun, then the chief officer In charge 
of Hie Columbia district. We proceeded 
up Nelson river lo Norway House again. 
Here w' exchanged our blro.li, hark canoes 
for batteaurf, for navigating Lake Winni- 
peg and tlie Saskatchewan river, up which 
wo proceeded, calling al the stations of 
Fori Cnrleton, Fort Pitt and Bdmonton, on 
the river, tlerc we left our hatteaux and 
look horses across the plains to the Atha- 
basca river to Port Assinlholne, wtiere we 
again took birch bark canoes and pulled 
Up the Athabasca river to Jasper's House, 

in the Rocky mountains. From this place 
we again took horses nnd crossed the 
Rocky mountains to the head waters of the 

Columbia river, where we found buttoaux 
again waiting for us, and pulled down the

Chamberlain's 
Policy Approved 



Board of Trade Unaminously 
Adopts Resolution Support- 
ing Fiscal Reform. 



New Light Let in on the \luch 
Discussed Fish Trap 
Question. 



Last evening the regular weekly meet- 
ing of the Victoria Board of Trade was 
held, President Todd in the chair. There 
was a large attendance of members. 
The principal business of the evening 
was the discussion ou Mr. Lhldley 
Crease's resolution in support of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain's fiscal policy, the 
resolution parrying after a very inter- 
esting debute, .Mr. Lmgrin alone dissent- 
ing, oil the ground that it was too big 
a question t" deal with iu one hour. 

D. W. lliggins, regarding the motion 
(moved by himself and seconded by Mr. 
Kinghuni), recommending that tish traps 
be built by British subjects and the 
lisb cured in their neighborhood, remark- 
ed that all work in canning and curing 
tish should be dune on this side of the 
line alone; it would then have advant- 
ageous results to business here and 
throughout the province. The opposition 
from the Mainland was to bini inex- 
plicable. It was strange that this op- 
position should come from those who 
used the product of American tish traps 
in their own canning business. 

Geo. Carter was (if opinion that the 
words "otherwise prepared" in the reso- 
lution left a loophole for partial prepara- 
tion of fish here and tints sent to the 
United States. 

II. D. Helmcken disputed the infer- 
ence that the Dominion government had 
power over all the provincial fisheries. 

It was pointed out that the resolu^ 
lion was addressed to nobody or per- 
son in particular. 

Mr. Mess read two communications 
from Deputy Minister Gourdeau. stat- 
ing that lish traps are not prohibited 
by statute, but it was pointed out that 
they are prohibited in the regulations 



of the .murine and fisheries department, 
which are governed by statute. 

U. II. Ltlgriu suggested laying tins 
matter over until further information 
could be secured. 

D. W. Higgius quoted Mr. Ceo. Riley, 
M . P., who bud declared on two oc- 
casions that he would resign if the tish 
traps were not allowed. 

The chairman— It would appear that 
it is up to Mr. Uiley to resign. iLaugh- 
t er. i 

The tish trap resolution carried, and 
copies will he sent to the department 
of marine and fisheries and to Premier 
McBride. 

A. J. .Morley gave notice of a motion 
'to discuss the" sealing question at next 
Friday's meeting. 

Mr. L/iudley Crease then spoke upon 
tlu position of Great Brituiu regarding 
free trade and protection, and went into 
the matter exhaustively. He pointed 
tint that the conditions tinder which 
Tree trade had been established ill Great 
Britain had altogether changed, and 
that in recent years foreign nations hud. 
'been building their tariff walls higher 
and higher. The changed conditions 
'had resulted in serious injury to the 
'British trade und manufacturers. Mr^ 
Joseph Chamberlain, in his speeches, had 
graphically depicted those aUered con! 
'ditious and their 'bad effects. Many 
'things were anomalous now that had 
formerly been quite proper. It was a 
'fact that the British workman had be- 
gun to feel the stress of the tierce com- 
petition. The benefit of having a pref- 
erential tariff and the Kudo? gained in 
allowing preference to the British manu- 
facturer hud been made plain In this 
'country. What affected the mother 
country must affect the whole Knipire. 
Mr. Chamberlain admitted that the pro- 
posed new duties would fall upon food- 
stuffs principally, coming from foreign 
countries. The old country was realiz- 
ing that Canada was becoming better 
able every year to feed the people of 
the British Isles, and there would be a 
market for most of Canada's product. 
'It would lead to better relations be- 
tween the old land and Canada, result- 
ing in mutual benefit. Canada's exports 
of raw mater'n! would for some time 
considerably exceed its manufactured 
goods. The immigration from the old 
country would become greater, and no 
doubt branches of the great manufac- 
turing' concerns in England would be 
introduced into Canada. He pointed 
out how the population of the United 
States had grown, and asked if it were 
unreasonable to hope for something of 
the same kind in Canada. The need of 
n common council of the Empire should

lie established. Fiscal union would open 
'the door to that better and quicker tnnu 
auy other way. The objection of for- 
eign countries in regard to the propos- 
ed tariff changes were only tin evidence 
of the correctness of the view held by 
the proposers of that policy. -Great Iin- 
'tain was about to be relegated to tne 
third place amongst the nations iu cer- 
tain lines of manufacture. He then 
pointed out the greatness of the British 
Empire, and the desire for closer union 
amongst the colonics, and did not think 
'there could he any doubt that, all loyal 
colonies Would back air. Clianrberluiu 
'heart and soul ill Ids great scheme of 
Imperial federation by means of fiscal 
union. Mr. Crease's speech was follow- 
ed with hearty applause. He then mov- 
ed : 

' That in the opinion of this board— (n 
The prosperity of Great Britain and 
Tlis Majesty's. Dominion is involved in 
'the adoption of n commercial policy 
such 'as that outlined by Mr. Chamber- 
lain. l2) The adoption of such a pol- 
icy will tend to consolidate and strength- 
en the Empire and accelerate the crea- 
tion of a common council for the Km,- 
piro, in which 111* .Majesty's Dominion 
'beyond tile seas may secure a voice iu 
questions of common concern, (3) That 
this 'board of trade heartily supports 
that policy, and fervently hopes for 
'its adaption by the United Kingdom. 

II. J). Helmcken seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

C. II. Lllgrin would hesitate about 
'committing himself to support Mr. 
Vhamlberlain's policy until he had fuller 
information. He could not, he believed, 
give anything save a very vague des- 
cription of what Mr. Chamberlain's 
scheme was exactly as to details. The 
matter was being discussed at present 
in ;t very one-sided manner. A tariff 
wall would not protect British niniin- 
'•faoturers, as it was alleged it would, 
'lie quoted Sir Wilfrid Laurier in a 
recent speech on this' great question. 
Continuing his criticism. Mr. Lugrin 
said the Kuipire never would be cement- 
ed by tariffs. During the recent boun- 
dary question he had heard much talk 
a'boat the Empire going to pieces be- 
cause Canada bad lost two little islands. 
ISilcli talk was nonsense. The Empire 
was Hot dependent upon tariff's. He 
'then quoted Kipling on the Knglish 
people, where he points oil! that to 
'know only the English people who live 
'in England is not to know the Eng- 
lish people who make up the British 
Empire. Mr. Lugrin passed an eloquent 
tribute to the U. E. Loyalists. People 
educated in such traditions could not 
listen with patience to any talk of 
tariffs binding the Empire together. As 
to whether this board should declare 
itself in favor of a policy of protection, 
for that was what the resolution amount- 
ed 'to, there should be much mhre in form a- 
tion. lie then entered into questions 
of exports and imports in relation to 
national wealth and prosperity. The 
so-culled balance of trade was simply 
a statement compiled in the custom 
house, ami did not decide whether the 
country was richer or poorer by reason 
of its trade. The in< le of Great Bri- 
tain was increasing at a tremendous 
rate. There never was a time in the 
history of that country when there was 
so much wealth in the country. lie 
questioned Air. Crease's figures as to 
the people who were on the verge of 
want, 13,000,000, and argued thai the 
fact of the income lax returns see-mod 
to contradict Mr. Crease's statement. 
[Provided Mr. Crease would alter his 
resolution as be had outlined, so that 
.all could support it, he would gladly 
support it. 

S. .1. I'ilts endorsed Mr. Crease's 
resolution, xxw \ thought that Mr. Lugrin 
was led away too much by sentiment. 
It was time now to look at the matter 
in a practical light. He suggested that 
the matter should be adjourned for f u i- 5 
ther discussion. 

Ceo. Carter objected to the shelving 
habit, and urged that the resolution be 
discussed now. Personally, he bucked 
Joseph Chamberlain for all that was 
in him. (Applause.) 11c also admired 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier for the stand he 
hail taken. It was certain that tilings 
were going to change in the Pacific, 
and it was only reasonable to strive 
for 'further unity of the Liupire. tie 
said the Yankees were always oa the 
heels of the British soldier, and us soon 
as the soldier cleared out the American 
drummer was the first man iu the new 
held. (Laiigliter and applause.) Bri- 
tain acted foolishly in this way. He 
urged that the hoard thin and there 
carry the resolution backing Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and assuring him of their sym- 
pathy and support. 

Mr. I'itts believed in taking time to 
consider the matter and get further in- 
'formution ibefore taking action. 
' 'fhe chairman said that in a letter re- 
ceived from his brother, now iu Con- 
don, it was stated that the view taken 
1»v the British people was i[llit,. ditt'er- 
cnt from that held in the colonics. The 
'British people were intent upon lower- 
ing tin' tariffs of ottier countries. 
' It. W. Higgins seconded Mr. Pitts' 
'motion to deter the matter, and compli- 
mented Messrs. Crease ami Lugrin upou 
their addresses, lie credited the Doih.ll- 
ion government with starting tue Whole 
question of preferential tariffs. 

The amendment that the debate be 
adjourned until Friday next fur fuller 
discussion, was lust by a vote of 13 iu 
10. 

' A. J. Morley said lie believed Mr. 
Cliimilierbiin would be victor.otis in his 
great light for fiscal reform. lie was 
'>m_!i r M man in the British Empire to 
stand up alone, unconnected with any 
party or policy, tor a commercial re- 
form, lie is setting an example that 
could hi- lollowtd with profit here. Mr. 
y lliiiiiihi rlaiu hiinsi If admits thai he 
cainii.i tell what the outcome of the 
'scheme will bi , hut he is confident that 
'when the representative men oi the Em- 
'piro g. i together, a solution entirely 
'siltiisfattory to the Empire will be 
found. Mr. -Morley said he would back 
up .\i r. Cliainljerla.il to tne best or his I 
potvi r. i Applause i 

(Messrs. 1'llggitis and Lugrin strenu- 
ously objected to the ra.lroadiug through i 
'this resolution mi an imperial question 
in an hour. There was not even an I 
agreement aim. oust the nieiu'bers .,t the \ 
'ooard themselves on tile subject. 1 
1 Mr. Price said a Mr. Lewis, of San J 
'Francisco, was coining North in u few' 
lays, .Hid. he being a very powerful I 
speaker, would lie a valuable aid to the 
members in forming a correct opinion 
mi the subject. Mr. Pr.ce then des- 
bribed Mr. L'hiimberhiin's policy and 
how it bad been supported in the great 
cities of Brituiu. 

Mr. Liudley Crease thought it would 
lie better to proceed with the discussion, 
'if lor nothing else than to give him 
l .ni opportunity to explode some of the 
'fallacious views expressed this even- 
ing. 

1 .11. I). Helmcken said there could be 

ho doubt as to the feeling of the meet- 
ing regarding this resolution. He had 
'written Mr. Chamberlain suggesting 
that he should send out bundles of his 
■printed sp lies to be read by the peo- 
ple. He had written Mr. Chamberlain 
asking if ho intended to come oul here, 
as had been rumored. He hirped the 
meeting would decide to discuss till' 
inutter next Friday, 

Mr. Grunt thought Mr. Chamberlain 
had taken up tiie scheme in favor of 

the colonies* 

Geo. Carter again urged Immediate 
action, and the wiring through to Mr. 
Chamberlain of this resolution that 
bight. 

' ililldley Crease then traversed briefly 
the statements made by Mr. Lugrin, 
iilld .said it was the element of union 
that would hold the Empire together. 
'As to ih L . hungry 13,000.000, he had 
quoted .Mr. Chamberlain himself. He 
probably meant that large class of 
Workmen who enjoyed only temporary 
employment. Regarding the increase of 
income In Great Britain, .Mr. Lugrin's 
argument was fallacious, because while 
Great. Britain had been making u great 
income, other countries had been mak- 
ing greater, In Great Britain it was 
realized that trade with the colonies 
must he fostered, and if that were done 
the population iu the colonies would 
greatly increase as a con seq Hence, 

i.\Ir. Crease's resolution was carried 
with , only one dissenting voice, air, 
Lugrin's. It was decided to forward 



copies of the resolution to Mr. Cham- 
berlain, 

A. J. Morley then moved the follow- 
ing resolution, seconded by Mr. Lugriu: 

"That the Victoria, B. C, Board of 
Trade take Immediate Steps to bring 
about tiie co-operation of the various 
boards of trade und chambers of com- 
merce of the province on all matters 
affecting the commerce of the province, 
and that arrangements he made for a 
convention of delegates to meet not 
less than once each year in furtherance 
thereof." 

C. H. Lugrin said he had communi- 
cated with Senator Templemuu over the 
telephone that evening regarding- the 
lish trap question, and ho said a law- 
existed prohibiting the use of pursu 
seines, but not of lish traps. 

Messrs. It. B. Sen'brook and P,. I{. 
Mora u were elected members of the 
board. 

This was all the business.

Str. Discovery 

May Be Lost 



Has Not Been Reported and an 
Empty Life Raft Has Been 
Found. 



Disaster May Have Occurred In- 
volving Much Loss of 
Life. 



The steamer Discovery lias not arriv- 
ed at Sitka, a.s was erronoouoiy report- 
ed, and h is feared [tint disaster, pro- 
tmoly entailing much loss of 1 i if, has 
overtaken the long-overdue Nome steam- 
er, 'l lie news that she Had arrived at 
iSitka was telegraphed from Skayway 
Jour days ago, out now conies later and 
wore alarming news that the Discovery 
■has not arrived, and the steamer Excel- 
sior, which reached Sitka on Tuesday, 
reported having seen au empty life-raft 
from the .Discovery, but had no news of 
itnnt vessel. 

(Although serious 'fears are felt for the 
(Discovery, there is some hope that who' 
way he still allotit. It lies almost sole- 
ly in tliu fact that her life-raft could 
have washed overboard and the vessel 
istill ibo ail right. dint in the opinion of 
marine men, the Chances are against tTle 
'Discovery. The Dxccisior passed over 
(the very course the missing vessel 
'would take in going from Valdez to 
(Sitka. It was between these two ports 
that the disaster, if such it was. over- 
took her. The vessel was sighted Octo- 
ber 2IS, off iitkutut, by the officers of 
the Alaska Commercial Company's 
steamer Bertha. She had been at A'ul- 
•dez and was heading this way. A storm 
raged at the time, and while rough 
-enough, it was not one of such severity 
as to occasion alarm respecting any ves- 
sel making pretentious to seaworthiness, 
tlj'or her size marine men who know 
her declare that the (Discovery is as 
-staunch a craft as can be found on 
(the il'acinc. 

t Including crew, fully fifty persons left 
[Nome on the Discovery, which sailed 
■from that port October 14. The cor- 
rect number is probably nearer sixty. 
There were thirty-oue passengers, not 
including stowaways. The vessel called 
at Dutch Harbor, and may have taken 
on additional passengers there. She left 
iDutch Harbor October 120. and is sup- 
posed to have called at TJugn, Sand 
A'oint ami possibly Kodiak. She cer- 
tainly stopped at Valdez, and is sup- 
posed to have discharged two passeng- 
ers there, taking on perhaps that many. 

Nothing is known here as to the per- 
sonnel of the Discovery's passengers. 
The list of their names is in possession 
•of the company's .Nome agent, who 
.simply sent out that the vessel had 
taken thirty-one passengers. 

Capt. J. H. McGrath. of Port Town- 
.send, is in command of ttie Discovery, 
lie was long a lieutenant in the revenue 
cutter service. Capt. 01. It. Walters, 
manager of the Discovery Transporta- 
tion Company, which owns the vessel 
fis aboard. He and Capt. .MeCrath are 
regarded us capable mariners. .Neither 
J-s very familiar -with the inside pass-i-e 
•route from Nome, but, being conserva- 
tive men, the owners of the vessel say 
they would take no great risk, such as 
running at night in blinding snowstorms 
or gales.
